THE DANGERS OF THE STREETS.

This 
return is considerably above the average, 
caused possibly by increased traffic; but there 
is scarcely ever a weekly return which does 
not record three or four fatal cases of running 
over, in addition to forty, or fifty of serious 
but not mortal injuries. Magistrates are more 
than justified in dealing severely with furious 
driving, whether of hansom or cycle, and the 
police in keeping а sharp look-out for offenders.
